nants and Limitations of their Patents and Conditions of their Bonds and enery of 
them. And we let you know hereby, that if any ſhall faile herein, Wee meane not onely 
to take aduantage of the fozfeitures of their Patents and Bonds, but will inflict ſuch 
further puniſhment, as is due to the contemners of Our Royallauthozitie, and to the 
hinderers of that woꝛke, vpon which the publike tranquillitie of that Kingdome hath 


lo much dependentie.
